tension will largely come over 
the

Anim al dinners, the expenditure of thousands of dollars upon floral decora­ 


tions, extravagance in dress and kindred frivolities characterize this sort of 
“social” m onstrosity. 


In a recent article M arie C oralli discusses another side of “high so­ 


ciety.” the innaneness of which leads her to term it “insanity.” “T o look 


at cur fashionable garden parties of today,’’ says this interesting w riter, “to 


see the invited guests w andering aim lessly about over law ns and 
te r­ 


races, com m enting on one another’s looks and running down one an o th ­ 


er’s clothes, is a strange sight. It rem inds one irresistibly of a ‘charity’ 


fete in the grounds of a lunatic asylum , where the patients who are fairly 


sane are allowed to walk about. 


“But in the grounds of the lunatic asylum there are strong keepers 


ever on the w atch, and if any one of the poor mad personages should de­ 


velop a desire to ‘knock balls about’ he or she would be 
prom ptly 
w ith­ 


draw n from the scene in case hom icidal m ania should develop under the 


influence of the m allet or the stick. 


“Lunatics are not expected to converse. Indeed, it is a m atter of stern 


necessity th at they should be kept aw ay from conversation as m uch 
as 


possible and ‘am used.’ 


“Are we, therefore, to draw an inference from this fact th at fashion­ 


able society in general is insane, or on the verge of insanity? Because m ost 


assuredly ai garden parties it is unquestionably the rule to keep people 


away from conversation altogether. 


‘ And if any adventurously m inded person should start a subject of 


talk, w hether concerning governm ent, finance, art, literature or science, he 


or she m ust be prepared to be looked upon as ‘eccentric,

N ot less disgusting than true, th is folly-born practice of professional

Alquizar,

the troops had an engagement with 
about twenty men under Mariano Ro- 
bau and Rafael the rebels fled, leaving 
some of their effects, 
including

horse. 
T h e only casualty on the side 
of the government was to Sergeant 
Louis Suarez, who was hurt by the 
fall of his horse.

any persons after talking had left their
